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PEEFACE 

This speller is the result of many years of experience 
on the part of the author in teaching spelling to grade 
pupils. 

The written vocabulary of the average educated man 
does not exceed three thousand words. Recognizing 
this, the word list in this book is limited to those words 
which are common to the written vocabulary of business 
and social usage, the time and energy of the children 
not being wasted in acquiring a spelling vocabulary for 
which they will have no practical use. 

Spelling is particularly a memory subject. During 
the elementary school period of the child's mental devel- 
opment, his brain is more plastic than it is later in his 
life, and therefore, though it is more receptive, it is also 
less hkely to retain as a permanent possession the im- 
pressions received. In order to fix any given impression 
constant repetition is necessary. No spelling book here- 
tofore published, within the author's knowledge, gives 
sufficient drill to insure lasting impressions on the child's 
brain. By the plan inaugurated in this book the neces- 
sary repetition is provided, while at the same time the 

interest of the child is held. 
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iv PREFACE 

In the work for the second grade nearly every word 
is used seven times, exclusive of the number of times it 
may occur in the Dictation Exercises. For the third 
grade each word is used five times in addition to the 
Dictation Exercises. In the fourth, fifth, sixth, and 
seventh grade work each word is used four times in 
addition to the Dictation Exercises. 

The arrangement of the words in this speller is entirely 
without reference to phonetic relationship, to family 
ending, or to other artificial classification. 

The distinctive features of this book are : 

1. A practical list of words for each grade common 
to the vocabulary of the average child in that grade. 

2. Frequent review of all words. This review is pro- 
gressive, and therefore maintains the interest of the 
child. 

3. Dictation exercises so arranged that it is possible 
to correlate the spelling work with the work in English 
without detracting from the completeness of the Jbook as 
a spelling book. 

4. Independent arrangement of words. 

In the six grades of work into which this complete 
speller is divided and which are intended to cover the 
second to seventh school years, both inclusive, training 
is given in a practical and usable vocabulary of approx- 
imately three thousand words.

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RULES 



It is not possible to leam to spell all English words by rule. 
There are however in the language several groups of words 
which present common difficulties. These groups may well be 
considered here. 

Words containing the combinations of i and e are generally 
very puzzUng to students. Memorizing the following rhjmae 
will solve this difficulty in general : — 

"Write i before e, except after c, 

Or when sounded as a, as in neighbor and weigh" 

The only common exceptions to this rule are: either, neither, 
seize, leisure, weird* Drill thoroughly on these five exceptions, 
and then apply the rule fearlessly to all others. 

Examples: receive, deceive, conceive, die,^ field, fierce, believe, 
lieutenant. 

The words ending with the ceed sound furnish serious difficul- 
ties, which may be eliminated easily as follows : — 

"Plant the following 'ceeds\' exceed, proceed, succeed, also 
supersede. Spell all others cede." 

Examples : intercede, recede, precede, concede, accede. 

When words ending in silent e assume a termination beginning 
with a vowel, drop the silent e. But if c or gf soft comes before e 
in the original word, e is preserved in words compounded with 
^^able," as change, changeable; peace, peaceable. 

Examples: blame, blamable; cure, curable; sense, sensible; 
hope, hoping; grieve, grievance. 



APPENDIX 11 

Monosyllables, and words accented on the last syllable, ending 
with a single consonant that is preceded by a single vowel, 
double that consonant when they assume another syllable be- 
ginning with a vowel. 

Examples: wit, tviUy; abet, abettor; begin, beginning; run, 
running; hop, hopping; map, mapping; spin, spinner; forget ^ 
forgetting; acquit, acquitting. 
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
